In Warare Moved,Fed

Work of S. 0. S. in France Ex-
cels All History of Mil-
itary Feats.

QUICK SERVICE IS THE RULE

Army Uses 1,500,000 Pounds of Refrig.
erated and Fresh Beef Each Day
—|mmense Supplies Needed to
Feed Yanks—Works Like
a Machine

In the 8, O, 8, Sector, France.—~The
matter of feeding the army In France
I8 an eple story. It 1s truly of herole
proportlons,

Just now 1t requires about 1,500,000
pounds of refrigerated and fresh beef
to feed the army In France ench day,
besides the hundreds of thousands of
pounds of bacon, mutton, ham, corned
Yeef, cnnned salmon, and deied and
plekled ments and fish. More than 200,
000 cans of tomatoes, corn nnd peas
help to make up one day's ratlons,

Something lke 230000 eans of jam,
BON0 cans of peaches, 5,000 jars of

lekles, BOOO hottles of eatsup, cars

ds aof ennned lobster and other sea
foods, more than 2,000 boxes of choco-
Mate, fresh white brend made of Amer-
tean flour and all the boys want, even
the good old corn bread served hot, be-
glides the Immense quantities of pota-
toes, henns, prunes, coffee, sugar, milk,
pepper, salt, vinegnf, clnnnmon, sirup,
and about evervthing found In a well-
stocked farmer's pantry in the United
Btates are Inld before the Ameriean
army In France every day—und It Ia
ull there right on she dot.

Works Like a Machine,

It 1= there in every section of Frunce,
from Solssons and Toul to Marsellles
and fromn the Bwiss border to the Bay
of Biseny. All France Is a great In-
dustrial place and there 1s hardly n
spot in the whole eountry, Including
the sections under heavy shell fire,
where the 8, O, 8. Is not standing at
attentlon when the dinner bell rings.

Meantime, men and munitions, and
all manner of supplles are moving up
fo the front contlnuously, and the
Nghters are coming back for a little
rest. The nachinery works smoothly
—and efelently, There are glde lines
of great Interest. One of these Is the
travellng bhathroom, An ontfit that re
quires only three trucks Is now sent ap
10 the lines to greet the boys as they
eome out of the trenches and glve
them n fine scrubblng, Ench outfit
will wash 500 boys an hour,

L Meantime the 8 0, 8, Is flling orders
from the front. It may be a few thou-
sand Infuntry, an artillery reglment
or severnl such regiments, machine
gun companles, and g0 on through the
Nist., They are delivered Immediately.

The wounded have to be brought
bick to the hospitnls. The trulns and
nmbulances are rendy and they move
Nke elockwork—except that getting
back from the first-nld stations at times
fs not quite ns slow ns n clock, The
wonnded are sent to all corners of
Feanece and the blg machine works on
almost fuultlessly.

Whaole armles of the moblle sectlons
now are transported quickly from see-
tor to sector, It Is up to the § 0. 8.
to see that all this equipment 18 pro-
vided.

Salvage Work Important.

The 8 0, 8. bexldes dolng an enor-
mous husiness In the manufacturing
line, conducts a large salvage plant, or
plants, Into which flows a steady
stream of battlefleld wreckage. In the
clothing branch of the work nlone they
are saving the taxpayers back home
£3.500.000 a month, More Important
than the money saving is the saving of
tonnnge,

At one statlon mammoth American
locomotives are assemhbled “while yon
walt." Six of these levinthans are put
together every day and are dolng thelr
bit the next day.

It was found advisable to opernte a
special tealn for Awmeriean military
men between two  wildely separated
polnts in France. Assoon ns the neces-
sity presented itself the tealn was In-
stalled. Tt 1z ealled the “Amerlenan
Bpectal” It {s manned by Pollman ear
porters—negro boys who have had
long training on the de luxe tralns back
home, They nre rated ns fArst class
wagon men hers. Ameriean rallway
conductors have been nssligned to this
traln, or tralns, one ruoning each way
every 24 hours,

Of one thing the mothers back home
may be thoroughly nssured, nnd that I8

single thing In the way of subsistence
and medieal and surgicnl attention. No
army ever took the fleld bhetter pro-
vided, And while the appreclations nre
belng passed around It Is not out of
plnee to observe that the subsistence
division of the war department at
Washington s entitled to a decorntion
for the efficlency It has nehleved.

Something over 300000 enllsted men
and about 25,000 women comprise the
“help” In the 8. 0. 8, organization. A
Inrge number of ofllcers, of course, nre
required for the supervising positions,
but practically all of the workers are
men In khnkl who have heen termed
the “ammunition passers.”

Employs Army of Women,

Of the 26,000 women In the work
most of them are French women, A
two-fold alm Is nchieved In the utiliza-
tlon of these women, A large per-
eentnge of them would be charges

ngulnst the stute unless afforded this
means of sustalning themselves,

Not the least serious of the problems
confronting the war department was
the questlon of distribution of sup-
plles In Franee, A milllon men might
e Innded In French ports, together
with the necessary equipment, hut how
under the heavens was this vast store-
house to be teansported to the Interior
fand on up to the lpes, with the mani-
fold expctlons that would have to be
met I doing It speedily and arderly
and with the French trunsportation
foctlitlen alrendy groaning under the
home load? The German staff ngreed
It could not be done,

The present chief of staff attended
the university of his home state from
1888 to 1801 and gradunted from West
Polnt In 18688, He has served as per-
sonn? alde to Generals Bell and Wood.,

Genernl Hagood s one of the young-
er generals of the army. He s small
of stature, quick of nctlon, and a hu-
man dynamo, His mind works llke
chaln lightning.

darlng. The Germans Ilnughed at us
when we proposed It, and even those
of us of the old grmy who sat around
the war college wondering what we
would do In n great wor, never
dreamed the Unlted States, the most
unmilitary natlon on earth, could put
4,000,000 men In France. To supply
such n body of men from a base 4,000
miles away, to organize them, to fight
‘em, and to fight 'em ns well ns the
hest soldlers in BEurope today—is the
greatest milltary accomplishment of
nll times, '

“So far a8 my end of it Is concernid
It 1s all & matter of team work, The
work s that of the burenn chiefs,
You might compure me to the quarter-
back of the tenm. [ glve the =lgnals
and pass the ball, but they really do
the work, and they have done It ex-
coodingly well. We are way ahead on
our program. We supply twice as
many men In France as the most
optimistie of us had expected, And
nt the present rate It will not be long
before we will be supplying In France
an army four times as large as that
we had originally contemplated.

“As to the character of the work,
we have had to bulld and repalr rall-
roads. We have bullt permanent docks
and wharves at the ports, and some
of these ports are more prosperous
now than they ever have been In
thoir history., We have constructed
avintion fAelds, repalr shops, salvage
plunts, supply depots, hospltals, cold
stornge plants, water supply, ete,
